Every settlement of a damage claim is 
a drain on that reserves of an insurance 
company As drivers learn to their con­ 
sternation. even a minor collision can run 
info a three-digit repair bill. 
Out of this has grown the deductible 
|v»hcv. 
to spare 
insurance companies 
the first $50 of cost and thereby keep 
premiums from get ing out of the reach 
of ordinary insurees 
The bitter tragedy is that most claims 
come from a small minority of auto opera­ 
tors. though most reserves come from the 
premiums of prudent drivers who may 
and often jlo spend a lifetime of safe driv­ 
ing without claiming any of the insurance 
funds they have paid in.

by Paul Hail, leader of the pow­ 
erful Maritime Trades Depart­ 
ment AFL-CIO. 
Hall, 
a 
towering, 
blondish 
man, bluntly told Secretary of 
Commerce John G>nnor and oth­ 
ers of cabinet rank in the secret 
conference room that he had an 
official Stale Department let­ 
ter which pioved his charge. 


WITH ACID dripping from 
his voice, the leader of 400,000 
unionized waterfront men, re­ 
ferred 
to 
a 
communication 
dated June 9, dispatched by 
Douglas MacArthur II, assist­ 
ant secretary of state for con­ 
gressional relations. The letter 
angered Hall because it decried 
efforts to halt the run of free 
world ships into North Viet­ 
namese ports. 
For months now Hall and his 
colleagues have been pressur­ 
ing Congress to pass a bill in­ 
troduced hy Rep. Paul Rogers, 
D-Fla., wliicr would prohibit the 
transporta1 ion of 
cargo 
from 
U.S. ports by vessels controlled 
by foreign interests which per­ 
mit their ships to be used in 
trade with North Viet Nam, 
Red China and Cuba.

would

enemy in Asia the official U.S. 
boycott of ships now affecting 
only Cuba. 


RARELY 
HAS 
such 
criti­ 
cism of the State Department 
came from labor’s ranks. How 
blunt the charge is can be seen 
from the fallowing excerpt from 
the secret minutes taken at the 
session of the President’s Mari­ 
time Advisory Committee.

In the next three presidential 
elections up through 1976, some 
38 million Americans now age 
10 to 20 will come of voting 
age. The political effects of this 
avalanche of 
the 
voung are 
bound to be immense. 
The oldest of these new elig- 
ibles will have been born in the 
vear World War II ended. Thev 
will have no first - hand mem- 
orv of the war, of the catastro­ 
phic events preceding it, or of 
the Great Depression. 
The youngest will know onlv 
what thev read of the 
Cold 
War's 
beginning, 
Yugoslav 
President 
Tito’s 
break 
with 
Moscow, the Berlin 
blockade, 
the Korean War, 
the 
French 
war in Viet Nam. 
Their experience with Amer­ 
ican presidents, as of now. is 
limited to Harry S. 
Truman. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, John F. 
Kennedy and Lyndon B. John­ 
son. The Truman regime and 
the early Eisenhower vears are 
pretty 
dim 
recollections for 
those born from 1945 to 1956. 


NO SERIOUS STUDENT 
of 
r-opulation imagines that when 
this avalanche of voung people 
begins cascading into the voting 
booths, it will hit with monolith­ 
ic force. 


In other words, there will not 
be — in the view of one such 
expert — a "vouth bloc.” 
Like everybody else’s, the in- 
ttrests and a.titudes of voung 
voters are extremely varied, 
reflecting differences of relig­ 
ion. race, economic status, fa­ 
mily and cultural background, 
geography. 
The 
young 
ones 
generally should break into ma­ 
ny groupings. 
This does not mean thev will 
be carbon copies of their eld­ 
ers. 
Their judgments 
of the 
great world struggle with Rus­ 
sia and China will be affected 
hy the fact that some of this 
country's harshest events are 
unknowm to them except as his- 
trv. Thev will never have seen 
the nation in dire general eco­ 
nomic distress. 
Thev mav or mav not trend 
to favor "one of their own" for 
high office. Since the rise of 
the Kennedvs, it is almost part 
of Washington folklore to as­ 
sume voung voters will prefer 
voung candidates, or at least 
these 
of youthful appearance 
and outlook. But at least one 
election 
specialist 
rates 
this 
largely nonsense. 
Nevertheless, in the television 
era youn* good looks seem not 
onlv to be prized increasingly 
but also to be identified with 
the vigor and sense of com­ 
mand deemed vital in complex, 


troubled times. 
Older voters in large numbers 
often join with 
the young in 
tager support of such candid­ 
ates. 


BOTH MAJOR PARTIES arc 
keenly aware of the rising need 
to fathom the minds of voung 
voters arid find wavs of win­ 
ning their support. 
Since the debacle of 1964. in 
which 
vouthful 
voters came 
down 
heavily 
against Barry 
Goldwater. 
the 
Republicans 
particularly have been talking 
steadilv about new appeals to 
the young. They are struck bv 
the dimishing median age of 
the population. 
Right now roughly half 
the 
country's 195 million people are 
below 28 years of age. The me­ 
dian may well go on declining 
to a point around 25 bv 1980 
and 1985. The drop has been 
going on since 1950. when a re­ 
cord high median age of 30 was 
established. 
Striking as the change may 
seem, a vouthful population is, 
of course, not a new American 
phenomenon 
In 
earlier 
dec­ 
ades, 
when 
infant 
mortality 
and general death rates were 
high, the median was as low 
as 16.7. Not until 1920 did it 
rise as high as 25, a level the 
politicians 
are 
now 
suddenly 
looking forward to as “low.”

J. Edgar Hoover, director of 
the FBI, piobably knows more 
than anybody else what’s caus­ 
ing crime to increase through­ 
out the nation. 
He 
keeps 
in 
c l o s e touch 
with social of­ 
ficials and po­ 
lice 
in 
all 
a r e a s , 
and 
certainly 
i s 
able to form a 
judgment 
a s 
to whether re- 
Da*ui tawrtRM cent 
disturb­ 
ances hav** been due primarily 
to "sociological" factors. Hence, 
his latest message—published in 
the September issue of the FBI 
Law 
Enforcement 
Bulletin— 
about hoodlums and riots is 
particulaily significant. 
Mr 
Hoover does not accept 
the explanation—frequently of­ 
fered even in the administra­ 
tion—that the disorders can be 
blamed on the failures of so­ 
ciety. He says: 
"It appaars that the public 
is 
beginning 
to gag on 
the 
steady sociological diet of ex­ 
cusing the conduct of teen-age 
hoodlums because society has 
failed them.’ Resort communi­ 
ties racked by senseless riots 
and citizen who cannot venture 
from their homes without being 
assaulted and beaten are get­ 
ting fed j o with pampered and 
insolent youth gangs. . . . 
"Meanwhile, 
t h e 
question 
puzzling most people is what 
caused the principles and mor­ 
als of some of our youth to 
degenerate to near animal lev­ 
el 
Recognizing 
the 
problem 
comes mu :h easier than its so­ 
lution. However, of all the fac­ 
tors involves. I’m convinced one 
of the m >st damaging is the 
false teaching which tends to 
blame society for all the frus­ 
trations, wres and inconveni­ 
ences, real ot imaginary, visited 
upon our young people. 


“TEEN-AGERS and their par­ 
ents have been subjected to a 
foolhardy 
theory 
which 
con­ 
dones rebellious conduct against 
authority, ,aw and order, or any 
regulatory measures which re­ 
strict their whims, wishes, de­ 
sires and activities. This aston­ 
ishing belief has spread into the 
schoolroom, 
the 
living room, 
the courtroom and now into the 
streets of our nation in the 
form of wild, drunken brawls. 
“No doubt society has failed 
our youth, but not in the way 
many seem to think. Rather, 
the dereliction has been in the 
failure to teach them the mean­ 
ing of discipline, restraint, self- 
respect and respect for law 
and order and the rights of oth­ 
ers. Consequently, the lesson 
now is both painful and costly.” 
Mr. Hoover did not discuss 
specifically the riots which have 
developed out ol racial friction 
but confined himself to the mis­ 
behavior of teen-agers gener­ 
ally. There are, however, many 
people, inside and outside the 
governmen1. who feel that to 
blame society for the recent dis­ 
turbances is a convenient ex­ 
cuse and overlooks the fact that 
criminal elements have taken 
advantage of the racial con­ 
troversy. 


JUST A FEW DAYS ago, Wil­ 
liam H. Parker, chief of the 
Los Angeles Police Department, 
revealed 
that 
many 
persons 
who participated in the recent 
riots in California were veteran 
criminals. He said; 
"We processed 2,500 of those 
arrested and found that 76 per 
cent of thern had criminal rec­ 
ords prior lo the riot. . . There 
were 26 of these people on pa­ 
role at the time they were 
arrested." 
Most police officers are un­ 
happy about the attitude of the 
courts in letting criminals go 


free. Indeed, FBI Director Hoo­ 
ver, in his message in the Law 
Enforcement Bulletin, makes a 
comment on this point, too. H* 
says; 
"Some courts in the troubled 
areas are taking a more real- 
istic 
approach 
in 
handling 
those involved 
in 
these out­ 
breaks. 
New 
laws 
providing 
stiffer penalties are being en­ 
acted in a few places. We can 
only hope that authorities ev­ 
erywhere will follow this trend.” 
there is no doubt that the 
emnhasi* 
on 
police brutality 
has been stirring up hostility 
toward law enforcement and at 
the same time provoking con­ 
siderable rriticism from tho«« 
responsible for the arrest and 
punishment of criminals. 
JUDGE Norman Elkingion of 
the California Superior Court, 
in sentencing an ex-convict to 
life imprisonment a tew days 
ago, lashed out at the attention 
given to allegations of police 
brutality. 
T h e 
prisoner—de­ 
scribed by the judge as "the 
most vicious criminal" he had 
ever seen—had claimed that his 
civil rights were violated by 
brutality on the part of the two 
arresting 
officers, 
and 
the 
charges had been investigated 
by the Department ot Justice. 
The judge asked: 
"How should a policeman dis­ 
arm a desperate criminal com­ 
ing at him with a knife? Are 
there some sporting rules he 
must follow, such as allowing 
the 
assailant 
to 
draw 
first 
blood?” 
One college professor, in a 
paper 
p r e s e n t e d 
to 
the 
American Sociological Associa­ 
tion convention in Chicago last 
week, even advocated that po 
licemen siiould carry no weap­ 
ons. The theory is that disarm­ 
ing them would improve their 
public image and reduce antag 
onisms. 
Law 
entorcement 
is 
being 
made more and more difficult 
despite the fact that the crime 
wave now is disturbing Ameri- 
lcan life more than at any other 
time in History.

China's Part 
Big Question 
In Conflict 


WASHINGTON (AP) - US. 
officials take seriously the pos 
sibility that Communist China 
may intervene in the India- 
Pakistan war to the extent of 
stirring up border trouble on 
India's northeast frontier. 
The Chinese purpose, it is be­ 
lieved here, would be to demon­ 
strate support for Pakistan and 
thus encourage that country to 
break its alliances with the 
United States and other Western 
powers and move into the Jted 
Chinese orbit. 
Pakistan is a member of the 
U.S.-backed Central Treaty Or­ 
ganization alliance in the Mid­ 
dle East ami the Southeast Asia 
Treaty Organization. Pakistan's 
chief allies, the United States 
and Britain, are, like the Soviet 
Union, pursuing middle-of- the- 
road policies in the India-Pakis- 
tan conflict and concentrating 
their efforts on trying to get a 
cease-fire. 
China already has come out 
squarely on Pakistan's side and 
i its public declarations in recent 
days have developed an increas­ 
ingly tougher tone toward India. 
On Aug. 27 the Chinese Reds 
issued a long series of charges 
of border violations by Indian 
troops on the Chinese frontier. 
Two days ago China accused 
India of aggression against Pak­ 
istan and declared it was stren- 
ghening 
its 
own 
China-India 
border defenses. 
Wednesday the Chinese re­ 
leased a note to the Indian gov­ 
ernment charging four Indian 
boundary violations in July and 
five in August and linking them 
to 
the 
‘ aggression'' 
against 
Pakistan. 
The note said the incidents 
occurred “ at a time when the

Such statements could be used 
by the Chinese Communist lead­ 
ership to provide a political 
base for military action against 
India at any time. U S. officials, 
however, do not now foresee 
any 
large-scale 
Red 
Chinese 
attack on India. They do not 
think China would consider such 
action, with all the risks in­ 
volved of ign»ting a major Asian 
war. to be in its own interests. 
What they consider possible is 
more limited Chinese military 
action consisting of a series of 
frontier incidents for the essen­ 
tially diplomatic purpose of pro­ 
moting a breakdown in Pakis­ 
tan's ties vith the West and a 


consequent increase in Pakis­ 
tan's links with China. 
Even limited action by the 
Chinese, however, could raise 
serious policy issues for the 
United States and Britain: What 
actions could they take to coun­ 
ter Red China's apparent strate­ 
gy toward Pakistan? What if 
any assistance or assurances 
could they offer India so far as 
its defenses against China are 
concerned? 
The 
two 
Western 


strongly backed India during its 
border war with China in 1962. 
The United States then first be­ 
gan supplying India, which is 
not a U.S. ally, with military 
equipment. The United States 
had supplied arms to Pakistan 
for many vears since Pakistan 
was an ally in the anti-Commu- 
mst alliances.

Audiences will be sampling

shows in a time period to look 
'over before settling on a favor­ 
ite. or passing them all by as 
week ly fare. 
“Old favorites are depressed 
in the early ratings,” a 
re­ 
searcher 
pointed 
out.

don't reach their true levels 
until later when some viewers 
go back to them.’’ 
He noted how, last 
season, 
ABC's “ No Time for Sergeants" 
took off lik e a house afire at 
i the opening of the season Lat­ 
er, 
its old - line competition, 
Andy Griffith's CBS 
comedy , 
took hold again and outrated 
t he 
newcomer. 
“Sergeants” 
was cancelled. 
On the other hand, early rat­ 
ings last season almost brought 
about cancellation 
of 
NBC's 
successful “ The 
M a n 
from 
UNCLE.” It was shifted from 
Tuesday to Monday night and, 
in the nick of time, got a pass­ 
ing ratings grade. 
The public will be regaled 
and confused in the week s a- 
head by conflicting network rat­ 
ings claims from a variety of 
sources. At least three audience 
measurement services—Nielsen, 
Arbitron, and Trendex—will be 
quoted, and their findings 
do 
not alway s agree. 
IN ADDITION, there will be 
a 30-mark et Nielsens, w hi c h 
historically tend to favor ABC, 
which is stronger in the cities 
than the rural areas, and the 
national Nielsens, the industry ’s 
true gospel, which 
j u d ge 54 
million homes' viewing on the 
basis of about 1,100 of them. 
The consensus of 
industry 
opinion is that the three net­ 
work s will be neck - and - neck 
again this fall, as they were 
last season, in overall evening 
popularity . 
Some observers attribute this 
to the sameness of program­ 
ming among the network s, see­ 
ing no attempts at innovation 
or extravagant shows that could 
draw viewers to one network in 
preference to others. 
Specials will provide the ma­ 
jor excitement of the forthcom­ 
ing season and these will, at 
the same time, throw hook s 
into the “readings” of how 
shows and network s compare. 
In Thank sgiving 
week , 
for 
example, no less than 13 news 
and entertainment specials are 
scheduled. Their effect on rat­ 
ings will be to throw off nearly 
all nightly and week -long stand­ 
ings. 
It will be difficult fo r TV in­ 
siders, let alone average 
TV 
¡watchers, to find out who’s 
really on first this fall.

WERNER KLEMPERER, the 
German-bom son of the great 
conductor Otto Klemperer, has 
for much of his career as an 
actor, been cast as a Nazi. 
“My image is Germanic,” 
he say s, adding, “I hope this 
series will help me get away 
from the image.” 
The series is Hogan’s Heroes, 
CBS-TV’s brightest hope 
for

17. In it Klemperer 
play s the Nazi commandant of 
a prisoner-of-war camp.

To play 
him, I k eep think ing arthritic. 
Then phy sically and mentally , 
every thing shrink s.” 


KLEMPERER, whose family 
moved to Los Angeles when he 
was 13 and his father was ap­ 
pointed conductor of the Los, 


Angeles Philharmonic, is one of 
the few people in Holly wood un­ 
able to claim that he has turn­ 
ed down several series offers 
“This is the first time I have 
ever been up for a series. 
I 
would never have believd any ­ 
one who told me the day would 
come when I would be worried 
about one. I have alway s read 
Variety every week , but 
con­ 
centrated mostly on the legiti­ 
mate and music sections. Now 
with shak ing hands, I look for 
the television section and think . 
‘Well, Werner, there y ou are.’ ” 
Obviously music is important 
in Klemperer's life, although he 
say s he never considered a mu­ 
sical career. 
“My father never expressed 
a wish that I be a musician, or 
pushed me to a musical career. 
I can't say I stay ed away for 
any reason, but I suspect my 
talent is not strong enough in 
music. And if it's not 
strong 
enough, K’s a wasteful career. 
But I do find music 
is very 
meaningful as an approach to 
part. The essence of music 
is rhy thm, and in acting, it’s 
timing. Personally . I’m terribly 
involved in music and relate 
every thng to it.”
